Austro-Hungarian embassy to- 
day gave out for publication a 
review of the first year of the war 
from the standpoint of the Teutonic 
and Turkish allies. The matter as is- 
isued by the embassy was described 
as “A Summary of the Net Results 
of the Conflict to Date,” and it came 
to the conclusion that “the position 
of Austria-Hungary and Germany is 
most encouraging from a military, 
economic, and financial point of 
view,” and that the second year of 
the conflict had begun under “the 
most promising auspices for the allies 
of Central Europe.” 
The full text of the matter given 
out is as follows: . 
A survey of the most importan 
events of the war at the end of the 


frst twelve months of its widespread 
n leads inevitably to the con- 

usion that Great Britain and her al- 
lies were the victims of an astound- 
ingly gross miscalculation when they 
embarked upon an adventurous un- 
Gertaking in the belief that an easy 
victory would be theirs. The position

craving for revenge in that country 
had subsided with the advent of a gen- 
eration free from personal memories

, Germany and Austria-Hungary, gave 
the lie to the official gssurances from 
Petrograd that the Russian Em- 
pire was bent upon preserving the 
peace of Burope in the face of Ger- 
man provocations. 

In anticipation of the conflagration, 
the resources of the Triple Entente 
had been @mployed to their utmost 
in an endeavor to secure the co-oper-. 
ation of other countries against Ger- 
many; to tamper with established 
loyalties and disrupt traditional 
friendships.

The 
raids and incursions of the huge Rus- 
sian armies on the eastern front, like 
those of the French in Alsace, have 
proved disastrous to the invaders. 
These two striking failures illustrate 
the negative results of the mighty 
offensive launched simultaneously in 
the Past and the West against the 
dual alliance. 

The part played by the Austro- 
Hungarian army in the initial phase 
of the operations deserves a special 
honorable mention. Though outnum-

The cotton 
stored in Lodz and other Polish textile 
centers has been removed partly to 
Germany and partly to Austria-Hun- 
gary, for use in the mills of those 
countries. 

In the eastern theater of operations 
the Dual Allies have practically 
cleaned out the Russian armies. The 
temporary occupation of Galicia by 
the Russians failed to prevent the suc- 
cessful pursuance of the plana to re- 
duce the Russian armies by a process 
of attrition.

Franco-Belgian armies, the Germans 
have never budged from the positions 
which they had so wisely: chosen. The 
result of the military operations in 
Western Europe can be defined as a 
German Victory, which has yet to be 
completed. A brief glance at the 
actual situation in the west will fur- 
nish ample proof of this estimate of 
values. 

No one conversant with the facts 
can deny the military importance of 
Antwerp and of the ports on the 
channel, such as Zeebrugge and Os- 
tende, hela by the Germans.

definitely. 

Carranza’s capacity for leadership 
is not valued highly. His forces are 
held together now, not by their ad- 
herence to Carranza, but rather by 
their opposition to Villa. In case Villa 
should be eliminated and Carranza 
“recognized,” the Carranza leaders 
which have been held together hy the 
cohesive influence of expected power 
would promptly disintegrate. The 
very forces that now coalesce would 
instantly begin to contend, and an- 
other “revolution” would be on in 
Mexico. In this sense and for this 
reason Villa is thought to be the one 
man who can avert an ineffective 
dictatorship and an indefinitely pro- 
longed warfare between rival and un- 
controllable leaders. It is for this 
reason that even the tentative sug- 
gestion of possible co-operation be- 
tween Villa and Obregon is learned 
with interest and satisfaction.

Congress might be called ‘n 
extra session, but if the immediate 
situation was not critical enough for 
that, the President would wait until 
the regular session in December and 
would then personally ask for legis- 
lative authority to organize a stand- 
ing army of 200,000 men with pro- 
vision to increase it to a war footing 
of 600,000 and in addition to estan- 
lish a large reserve army. 

(2.) Congress would be urged by 
the President to make a large in- 
crease in the fleet, the increate to 
consist of probably as many as six 
dreadnaughts, many submarines of 
the sea-going class, to appropriate 
heavily for aeroplanes and dirigibles 
for both the army and the navy and 
to provide scout cruisers, destroyers 
and transports commensurate to the 
increase in the battleship force. 

(3.)_ A plan already formulated for 
a system of increasing the coast de- 
fenses will be laid before Congress for 
approval and the appropriation of the

There are several methods sanc- 
tioned by practice and precedent that 
might be pursued by the United 
States in showing resentment of the 
course of Germany. The least of these 
would be the withdrawal of the 
American Ambassador at Berlin, 
without, however, severing diplomat- 
ic relations. As a mark of its dis- 
approval of the failure of the Fed- 
eral government to obtain the punish- 
ment of those guilty of having lynched 
Italian subjects at New Orleans in 
March, 1891, the so-called Mafia 
lynching, the Italian government with- 
drew Baron Fava, its Minister in 
Washington but left here a Charge 
d’Affaires who continued to transact 
ordinary business. The diplomatic re- 
lations of the two governments were 
not interrupted. 

When the United States paid an 
indemnity to Italy for the benefit of 
the families of the Itallan subjects 
lynched, Baron Fava was returned to 
his post in this country. 

A more emphatic step would be the 
dismissal of the German Ambassador 
in the United States in additivn to 
the withdrawal of the American Am- 
bassador at Berlin. This also might 
be done without a severance of dip- 
lomatic relations. It would amount 
to a strong mark ef this government's 
disapproval of the ‘sinking of the 
Arabic.

Second—No attempt was made to 
force a confession. k's statement 
just prior to his death that he loved 
his wife and mother better than he 
did his life, came unexpectedly and 
without questioning. 

NOT MALTREATED. 

Third—Frank was not maltreated in 
any way prior to the actual lynching. 

Fourth—Frank walked a distance 
of 200 yards from the automobile to 
the “death tree without a faltering 
step; without a sigh or semblance of 
a protest. 

Fitth—Frank was told from the 
start that he wae to be executed as 
the courts had directed that he be, 
and every effort was made by the so- 
called Vigilance Committee to see that 
the “legal hanging,” as they termed 
the lynching, was. carried out in an 
orderly manner, 

Members of the “Vigilance Com- 
mittee” are said to resent any intima- 
tion that Frank was “maltreated” 
while in their custody. 

Seven automobiles were required to 
trahsport the “Vigilance Committee” 
from Marietta to Milledgeville. Only 


which Frank rode. All of the ,ma- 
chines were mall cars. There were 
probably twenty-eight men in the 
lynching party. 

FOUR MEN ENTER CELL. 


Four men entered Frank's room in 
the hospital ward after overpowering 
the guards. The noise at the outer 
door had awakened the prisoner; but 
he was still lying id bed when his 
room was entered by the self-appoint- 
ed executioners, who wore hats well 
pulled down to meet the automobile 
goggles, which served as masks. 4 

“We want vou to come with us, 
Frank was told. 

There was neither surprise nor ter- 
ror in the look he turned upon the 
four determined men. In silence, 
Frank arose and made as if to dress 
himself. He was still feeble from 
the loss of blood suffered in an at- 
tack by a fellow-convict and swayed 
perhaps a little dizzily. 

“Don’t bother with the clothes; 
come just as you are,” he Was com- 


manded. 

Unresistingly Frank permitted him- 
self to be handcuffed. Clad only in 
a sleeping garment, he walked into 
the prison corridor. When the party 
had reached the prison porch the 
leader thought the progress was too 
slow. It was then Frank was picked 


with mishap while passing 


up and carried down the concrete 
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steps. It was strenuously denied that 
Frank was dragged or “bumped” 
down the steps and it is also denied 
that one of the members of the party 
helped carry him by the hair. 
SEVEN HOURS’ RIDE, 


For seven long hours Frank sat in 
the automobile, which was carrying 
him to a death place of which he had 
no knowledge. It required this length 
of time to make the journey from 
Milledgeville to Marietta. There was 
but one delay—a puncture, which was 
quickly mended. 

Frank's hatless, white-clad figure, 
erect in the tonneau of the leading 
car, was in striking contrast to the 
sombre-hued men beside him. Al- 
though the roads were black and 
lonely, the glaring electric headlights 
of the cars following kept the first 
car brilliantly illuminated. The high- 
ways were deserted, however, and 
there were no passers-by to witness the 
tragic procession that sped steadily 
along in a race with the coming of 
the dawn. 

During all this long journey only 
two syllables left Franks lips. Soon 
after he had been placed in the au- 
tomobile, Frank was told he was be- 
ing taken to his place of execution. 

“The courts of Georgia have sen- 
tenced you to be hanged and they 
never reversed that sentence. It has 
devolved upon us to carry out their 
decree.” 

Frank did not flinch. The wonder- 
ful stoicism, which had marked his 
long confinement in prison and with 
which he had met all the reverses 
which followed his many legal at- 
tempts for liberty, did not desert him 
in the last hours of his life. 


ASKED A QUESTION, 


It was well after the destination of 
his captors had been disclosed that 

nk was asked the question: 

“Is there anything you would like 
to say before your execution?” 

At first there was no reply. Then 
slowly and perhaps painfully, the re- 
cently wounded man shook his head. 
“No.” 

The monosyllabic negative was 
searcely audible above the throb of 

engine. 

For a long time following this the 
only sound was that of the plunging 
automobiles. Then Frank was asked 
if he had killed the Phagan girl and 
the captors say he made no reply. 
This question was not peated until 
near the journeys end, and again it 
is said there was no reply. The final 
interrogation was: 

—— there nothing you wish to say?” 
0.“ 

These four questions were the sole 
conversation in the death car as it 
sped along the miles which were 
steadily bringing Frank nearer to Cobb 
county and to his death. As daylight 
approached the speed of the cars were 
increased. It was a full hour be- 
fore dawn that the carriages drew up 
to just below the ginhouse of the 
William Frey place, and stopped at 
the edge of an oak thicket. 

The door of the leading car was 
opened and Frank was told to step 
out. He arose with the knowledge that 
death was near at hand, but did net 
falter. The big tree, which so soon 
Was to be his scaffold loomed large 
above the other oaks in the thicket, 
but Frank either did not see or at- 
tach any importance to it at first. 
He walked with firm step between two 
of Ris captors, his ces upon the 


ground. 
HIS LAST WORDS, 


It was while the silent procession 
was progressing that suddenly Frank 


spoke: 

“I love my wife and mother more 
than I do my life.” 

The words were uttered more to 
himself than for any dramatic effect 
upon his hearers, but evidently Frank 
had been pondering that last ques- 
tion as to whether or not he had 
aught to say, and this was his answer. 

A‘ few moments later the noose had 
been placed, a handkerchief had been 
tied loosely about the eyes, there was 
a pull, a tautening of hemp rope 
and Fran's life was fast ebbing away. 

It was half an hour after the com- 
mittee had completed its work that 
the dangling body was found still 
warm.

ITALY'S POSITION. 

Italy, forgetful of her pledges and 
repudiating her national honor, has 
been misied into perpetrating the 
most shocking act of treachery, under 
circumstances witich soon will be ex- 
plained in detail in this country. 
From a military pont of view the 
Italians are making what must be 
admitted to be a poor showing, de- 
spite the preparations which they had 


deen carrying on for many months 


before their intervention in behalf of 


the Triple Entente. Austria-Hungary 


was forced, however, reluctantly to 
the realization that she had been faith- 
ful for more than thirty years to an 
ally who was ready to ignore all her 
own obligations when the first oc- 
casion arose whereby she might bene- 
fit by disloyalty. The superior lead- 
ership and fighting qualities of the 
Austro-Hungarian troops, however, 
are once more asserting themselves 
against the Italian naval and military 
forces. The political consequences of 
Italy’s unprecedented treachery will 
be far-reaching. 

Greece and other Balkan states, 
which might have been induced to 
align themselves with the Triple En- 
tente, are now more than ever in- 
clined to maintain their neutrality. 
The outlook for the Dual Alliance in 
the Balkans has improved decidedly 
since the first stage of the war. Bul- 
garia has reached an understanding 
with Turkey, and Roumania is freely 
selling her grain and her mineral oil 
to the central powers. 

It has now become conclusively - 
dent that the attempt of the allies to 
starve the civilian population of Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary and Turkey, 
has ended in complete failure. It may 
be conceded that the arbitrary inter- 
ference with neutral trade in non- 
the part of 
has caused much in- 
convenience and some suffering to 
innocent civilians of the new Triple 
Alliance; but the ultimate aim of this 
high-handed policy has been frus- 
trated, and and Austria- 
Hungary, as well as Turkey, have 
convinced the world that they are 
self-supporting and capnot be starved. 
The British insular idea that the 
British navy can effectively biockade 
the coast of the enemy sountries, and 
thus ruin those countries, dater back 
to the Napoleonic struggle and the 
Civil War in this country. It is an 
antiquated conception of the obso-

* vest has been th- 
ered, and the crops are so plentiful 
that Germany and Austria-Hungary 
are amply assured of food supplies 
until the next harvest. The tempo- 
rary discontinuance of the use of cop- 
per for electro-technical purposes has 
made the existing stock of the metal 
available for the manufacture of am- 
munition and other war materials. 
Should the supply run short, the 
chemists and engineers of Austria- 
Hungary and Germany have demon- 
strated their ability to produce sub- 
stitutes. Prices of all co odities 


not risen to higher

ocean-ways. Germany's submarine 
warfare has caused a constant rise 
in prices in the British markets: and 
this economic feature has contributed 
greatly to the unpopularity of the war 
among the laboring classes of Britain 

The remarkable achievements of 
the Krupps, in Essen, of the Skodas, 
in Pilsen, and of many other indus- 
trial works engaged in the manufac- 
ture of war materials for the rman 
and Austro-Hungarian armies. have 
revolutionized all traditions of war- 
fare. complete success of these 
enterprises is strikingly mustrated 
by the production of such mighty im- 
plements as the 30.5 and the/42 cen- 
timeter guns, which batter down for- 
tifications hitherto regarded as im- 
pregnable to the attacks of the most 
powerful artillery that could be de-

THE AMMUNITION SUPPLY. 

To these conditions in the Teutonic 
countries the status of productive ac- 
tivity in the Triple Entente powers 
presents a significant contrast. In 
Great Britain especially the indus- 
trial organization is manifestly on a 
low level of efficier v. and the Pritish 
social policy is largely responsible for 
the increasing disaffection of British 
labor. The fact that the Triple En- 
tente countries have found it neces- 
Sary to create special departments of 
government to promote the manufac- 
ture of munitions indicates an incon- 
ceivable administrative short-sighted- 
ness in the past. A lack of ammuni- 
tion and war material of al descrip- 
tions ig a vital feature of the situa- 
tion in all the countries opposed to 
the Austro-Germans. The tremendous 
orders placed by the allies with ex- 
isting American plants or those in 
proceas of establishment for the pur- 
pose, involve an ever-increasing in- 
debtedness and a large export of gold 
to this country. By contrast, in Ger- 
manv and ustria-Hungary all the 
money spent for war supplies remains 
at home and maintains the home in- 
dustries. 

The war loans of the various coun- 
tries involved in the conflict furnish a 
significant commentary upon the rela- 
tive positions of the opposing groups 
of powers. The magnificent success 
of the loans floated in Germany and 
Austria-Hungary compared favorably 
with the financial operations of their 
enemies. France has preved wholly 
unprepared for the heavy financial 
burden which she has undertaken, 
and the French middle-classes have 
shown no signs of a willingness to 
give up their savings for war bonds 
of doubtful value 

In Italv the war loan has been a 
splendid failure, or, use the Italian 
word, a fiasco 

Russia finds iteelf in a most dis- 
tressing financial condition. Ruasian 
paper money is subject to a diseount 
of 40 per cent., and a Russian loan is 
practically an impossibility. 

Great Britain's financial resources, 
however great, are not inexhaustible, 
and the consequences of the terrible 
strain already are being felt in the 
United Kingdom. England will be 
unable to continue indefrnitely in her 
role of banker to the allies. Despite 
the announcements of the success of 
the 4% per cent. British loan, by 
news agencies and official reports it 
is apparent that transaction has 
proved a failure. Considerable de- 
preciation is shown in the value of 
stocks rated at many billions of dol- 
lars, now forced down to a 3 and 3% 
per cent. basis under the depressing 
effects of the conversion of British 
consols from 2% to 4% per cent. In- 
dications are not lacking that Great 
Britain's wealth will be exhausted if 
the war lasts another year—and 
Kitchener’s fanciful prediction is that 
that fit will last considerably longer 
than that. 

To sum up the situation, it can be 
asserted confidently t the position 
of Austria-Hunga nd Germany is 
most encouraging from a military, 
economic and financial point of view. 
These countries have suffered from 
the war, but their enemies have gut- 
fered far more than they. The sec-

Hundreds ot Houses are Unroofed, 
Others Demolished, Street Cars

HANOVER (Fa.) Aug. 122.-~-This 
historic town, which in three weeks 
will celebrate the centennial of its 


incorporation, suffered a serious dis- 
aster last night when a whirlwind 
with the velocity of a western cyclone 
struck it and in two minutes did dam- 
age to propert estimated at fully 
$600,000. Hundreds of houses were 
unroofed, scores of manufacturing 
plants wrecked, thousands of panes of 
glass were broken while trees were 
uprooted, limits broken by the 
hundreds, and innumerable chimneys 
and poles blown over. 

A dozén houses were completely 
demolished. Street cars were blown 
off the track, and telephone, telegraph 
and trolley wires were blown down.

The greatest damage was sustained 
in the area around Center Square. 
The roof of Hotel Obeld, was carried 
away as was that on the Waters De- 
partment Store, the Elks’ Home, Han- 
over Trust Company, and Myer Bund- 
ing.

Uncle Sam may Foster Trust 
to Get Latin Trade. 


Approves Combination to go 
After South America. 


Federal Trade Board Here to 
Take Case up Today. 


Legislation sanctioning combina- 
tions for the extension of our over- 
seas trade was thrust into the fore- 
ground as a paradocial possibility 
yesterday with the arrival of mem- 
bers of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion to hold a hearing at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce at 10 o'clock to- 
day on the subject of foreign trade— 
how to get and hold it. 

In the organization of the commis- 
sion, pursuant to an act of the last 
Congress, machinery was provided for 
the enforcement of anti-trust laws. as 


well as for constructive service to 
American business. Investigations as 
to how best to do both have already 
deen made. 

But with the launching of the great 
conflict across the waters, there came 
a demand on the commission that it 
suggest means of best winning the 
trade of countries that. in the past. 
Were accustomed to rely on Europe 
for manufactured and other articles. 

Though investigations here wil! be 
along the specie Une of accumulat- 
ing usable date on this score, it ts im- 
timated that the forthcoming report 
of the commission will recommend 
the abrogation of anti-trust laws in 
the case of manufacturers seeking 
markets in the Far Kast and Latin- 
America. As has been pointed out, 
Germany and England have most ef- 
fectively extended their trade sway 
by combinations of exporters, which 
have built up extensive. and yet 
economical, selling organizations. 

In a given region, for instance, 
these combines can afford to cut prices 
to an extent that eventualivy weeds 
away all competition. But the case 
is different with the exporters, both 
present and possible of this country. 
Our anti-trust laws are still vague 
and debatable—the status of the steel 
corporation as lawful or unlawful, for 
instance, is still unsettled.

“The peoples will probably think of 
the economic side first. Looking in 
vain for national advantage as the re- 
sult of war they will ask why not 
give the war billions to the poor of 
the nations. The money spent in this 
War up to the present is sufficient to 
— twenty million families $1000 
each. 

“They will probably sooner or later 
demand an international police force 
to take the place of large standing 
armies. International law will be ex- 
alted to its rightful place, and the 
nation that dares to break the law 
will have to be judged before an in- 
ternational tribunal the same as the 
ordinary criminal before the courts of

will be almost entirely removed. 

“The results of the war will tend to 
Christianize patriotism. Stupid loyal- 
ty to a country right or wrong will 
cease, and in order to get the Support 
of their citizens, nations will have to 
prove the justice of their cause. Hap- 
piness and well-being are not bound 
up in certain geographical localities 
or political divisions. 

“Mr. James has become a citizen 
of the British empire, while thousands 
of intelligent citizens from the coun- 
tries at war become happy citizens of 
the United States every year, while 
other thousands live here in peace as 
aliens. 

“This war will throw the emphasis 
back upon the spiritual side of life. 
Material progress, science, art, letters, 
and all the trappings of modern civ- 
nation cannot prevent the world 
from relapsing into the rule of the 
jungle. Only the gospel, the saving 
grace of God through Jesus, can work 
out the brute in man so that ‘the will 
be led by the Spirit. 

“This war will spirttualize religion. 
The absurdity of praying to God to 
bless murder was never so apparent 
as now. We will turn from the crude 
forms of religion. which worshiped a 
blood-thirty monster as God, and we 
will pray to the heavenly Father who

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 
NO BETTER EXAMPLES OF STALWART 
FAITH CAN BE FOUND THAN AMONG 
THE EARLY CHRISTIANS, 

Dr. Edward Campbell, pastor of thé 
First Presbyterian Church, preached 
yesterday morning on the theme.

“Living up to today's possibilities 
is the only way to success and he who 
is steadfast to the divine principles set 
forth in the gospel of the Son of 
God may be assured that he is aim- 
ing toward the highest ideal that has 
ever been transmitted to man.

SOUTH PARK CHRISTIAN CHURCH 
THE MIRACULOUS DELIVERANCE OF 
THE ISRAELITES HAS ITS COUNTER 
PARTS FOR MODERN CHRISTIANS. 

At the South Park Christian Church 
yesterday the pastor, Rev. Scott An- 
dereon, spoke on the subect: “Speak 
to Israel to Go Forward.” He sald 
in part: 

“For 400 years the people of prom- 
ide were in a strange land, and for 
three generations were in galling 
bondage to Pharaoh, king of Egypt, 
but when in the wisdom of God the 
time came for their deliverance Moses 
was sent to entreat Pharaoh to let 
the peaple so, which he stubbornly 
refused until God, by the hand of 
Moses, had brought ten devastating 
plagues on the land, the last of which 
—the slaying of the eldest son in ev- 
ery Egyptian home—brought the king 
to a hasty decision to let Israel go 
lest the next plague might leave 
these Hebrew slaves the sole survivors 
and masters of his dominion. How- 
ever, he soon hardened his heart 
again and with a mighty host of 
warriors pursued the departing 
throng. Moses in the journey had fol- 
lowed divine direction, but suddenly 
found himself and people hemmed in 
on every side—the Red Sea in front, 
mountains on the right and left and 
Pharaoh and his host coming up in the 
rear. The people's hearts went back 

Egypt, Moses told them to stand 
still and see the salvation of the 
Lord. God commanded them to go 
forward, they walked across dry shod, 
but the enemy pursuing were drowned 
in the sea. 

“Mankind were in the bondage of 
sin, God sent Jesus to deliver them. 
There have been many plagues and 
tragedies in connection with their 
emancipation. Their deliverance is 
two-fold——from individual sin, and 
from the sin of society—social op- 
pression. In the former ‘the devil 
pursues and harrasses them that he 
may bring them again into the bond- 
age of sin, often in their extremity 
some are tempted to return to the old 
life. to slavery and death, others are 
trying merely to hold the ground they 
have gained, while the wise hear the 
voice of Jesus saying to them, ‘Go 
forward in knowledge ard service,’ 
and for these the Red Sea of difficulty 
and obstacie is divided and in faith 
they walk across to safety and victory. 


„Social deliverance has been prom- 


ised from of old by all the prophets 
who have spoken of the future of the 
race, but for obvious reasons has not 
yet been realized, and of some it can 
be said that this ‘hope deferred 
maketh the heart sick,’ while others of 
greater faith and vision realize that 
the day of salvation for the groaning 
creation draweth near. But the ec- 
clesiastical, political and industrial 
Pharaohs have persistently hardened 
their hearts and refused to let the 
people go, and prophecy and the signs 
of the times assure us that God is 
now beginning a series of- judgments 
on the nations and false systems of 
earth that will greatly exceed in se- 
verity the plagues of Egypt and that 
the Pharaohs of religion, government 
and finance unrelenting, and feverish- 
ly pursuing their lost privileges and 
powers will be swallowed up in the 
Red Sea of world aharchy out of 
which the people and kingdom of God 
will emerge in triumph and glory. 

“Let those of us who have caught 
the vision of a better day; a golden 
age, never turn backward or long 
again for the flesh pots of Egypt, let 
us not stand still when we should be 
marching, for there ts no promise 
to the stand-patter for the life that 
now is or that which is to come, but 
let us hear the voice of the Lord say- 
ing to us, ‘Go forward in your exit 
from spiritual Babylon, in your re- 
nunciation and denunciation of the

“HELL ON THE WABASH.” 


Times Acquire New Names in New 
Localities, but This Took the Prize 
in Decatur, III. 

[St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] An 
old fddler's contest, at Decatur, 
III., has struck a new note. Always, 
in reading of such contests, we can 
look with an expectation, which is 
never disappointed for such old friends 
as “Leather Breeches,” “Money Musk,” 
“Old Zip Coon” or The Arkansas 
Traveler.” But the prize at Decatur 
went to Lyman Drake, 78 years old (or 
is it 78 years young’) for his playing 
of “Hell on the Wabash.” 

That is a fiddle piece we should like 
much to hear. But who can say, with 
confidence, that he has no@ heard it 
under another name, in some other 
section of this vast and wide-spreading 
country? It is a peculiarity of the 
fiddle piece in our music that it often 
takes on a name fro mits surround- 
ings. What is called “The Mississippi 
Sawyer” at Grand Tower, III., might 
easily be called “Hell on the Wa- 
bash” at Mt. Carmel, on the other 
edge of the same State. We have 
heard what was called “Turkey in the 
Straw” in Texas, called “The Devil's 
Dream in Southern Indiana, and 
“Hell for Sartin“ in Eastern Ken- 


tucky. 


But the name with which Lyman 
Drake carried off the honors at Deca- 
tur is new to us, though doubtless it 
ie old in all of those gray old towns 
along the Wabash, relics of pioneer 
days, where it may have been 80 
named long before Lyman Drake, even 
though 78 years old, was born. It 
may have come down from the days 
of the flatboatmen, who once navi- 
gated the Wabash in considerable 
numbers, and who, according to veraci- 
ous chroniclers, often raised that state 
of things along shore described in the 
title. Let it stand as a part of the 
romantic history of the Wabash Val- 
ley, linked with that sweeter, tenderer 
lay of how the moonlight falls on the 
Wabash through the spreading 
branches of the sycamore trees.

Centuries will be Required Before’ 
the Losses of Men and the Taint 
of Disease can be Recovered. 


[New Tork Mall: J The official ap- | 


peal of the French Relief Society 
summarizes the losses in the war thug 
far. The dead number 2,223,300, and 
the wounded 4,837,510, and the war is 
only In its preliminary stage. England 
has hardly entered the waf, but the 
number of her soldiers slain exceeds 
the entire number of Union soldiers 
killed in the four-year war of seces- 


sion—116,000 as against 110,000 
Union soldiers. 
Only 8000 English soldiers were 


killed during the three-year Boer war; 
400,000 French soldiers have been 
killed. The entire number of sol- 
diers killed, both northern and south- 
ern, in the American Civil War, was 
less than 200,000. 

Leaving out the prisoners, the num- 
ber of killed and wounded exceeds 
7,009,000 men. 

The reason for this appalling slaugh- 
ter during Whe merely preliminary 
stages of the war its the fact that, 
whereas man is as easily destroyeé as 
at any time in history, the extraor- 
dinary inventions and discoveries in all 
fields of human knowledge have in- 
creased almost inconceivably the 
means of destruction. . 

The inventions increasing the 
mie efficiency of the human race have 
also increased its power of destruction. 
War is an anachronism. It is human- 
ly inconceivable and impossible. The 
inventions and discoveries of a few 
men of genius have produced such 
marvelous forces that when turned 
to suicida] purposes threaten the very 
structure of civilization. 

The biological enemies that have 
been kept in check by orderly civilized 
life and sanitary precautions are again 
making inroads. A great ‘surgeon 
reports that so great is the number of 


new cases of syphilis that hundreds of 


years must pass before the human 
race can recover from this additional 
taint. 

Typhus, cholera and the Diack 
death—in brief, the war pestilences of 
the middle ages—have reappeared as 
a fresh menace. 
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RON DISCIPLINE. 
Under world conditions as they are un- 
folding today is conscription becoming a 
necessity? Great Britain is already facing 
the question and America may have to face it 
in the near future. The events of the last 
twelve months have unsettled all precon- 
ceived ideas of national invulnerability. 

One thing seems certain. Either univer- 
sal peace or universal c~necription for every 
kingdom or republic must follow the icon- 
Oclasm of the European war. There is no 
half-way house. We enter the era of iron 
discipline. Whether the noble ideal of peac> 
through combined world force, or the hor- 
rible alternative of right through might, 
comes as a climax to the European war— 
and every day it seems that these are the 
only possible conclusions—through the self- 
discipline alone of every man and woman 
can this or any other nation hope to emerge 
whole and unscathed from the genera! 
wreckage of disproved theories and broken- 
down beliefs. Not Europe alone, our whole 
scheme of civilization is in the melting 
crucible. 

If we are to attain the higher ideal of a 
exposition and takes ( richteous peace we must have a peace con- 

scription as thorough and efficient as the 
war conscription that has developed the 
latent energies of the central empires of 
Europe. We cannot fritter away a large 
part of our national force in pursuing pleas 
ure, or luxury, or ease, or planning sentt- 
mental campaigns, and expect to hold our 
own with the fron discipline that has been 
thrown into the scale of war. We shall be | 
compelied, if we would fill a worthy part in 
the reconstruction era that is close upon us, 
to practice a little more of the Spartan and 
a little less of the Athenian. Otherwise 
might and the reigh of the explosive shell 
may be incorporated in the world’s charter 
for the twentieth century. 

A leading scientist has summed up the 
European struggle as a war of nitric acid. 
As such it must be combatted, not with 
Epsom salts, but with picrate of potash, 
with a peace discipline more iron than the 
the discipline of war. Unless through pro- 
found periods of peace we can maintain a 
self-discipline that will make peace men 
more forcible than war men, conscription is 
the only sure guarantee of national inde 
pendence. To this or to a sterner self- 
discipline in the lives of its individual] eit 
tens every nation must come. The piping 
times of peace may be playing a wrong tune. 
Unfortunately, peace as a rule doesn't re- 
veal lasting qualities and it never will 
while discipline is consecrated to the gods 
of war.

THE CRUEL TITHE ON ART. 
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TO THE TIMES]

HERE is, and will be until the war is 
over, very great danger to all the ar- 
chitectural monuments in Europe. 
The destruction of them would be an irrep- 
arable blow to this and future generations. 1 — — 
Fortunately, up to the present time the dam- 
age reported has been comparatively small. 
in so far as its extent will interfere with 
the study of historic architecture. 

But the greatest logs to all the arts, and 
to this and the generations of the immedi- 
ate future, will be the lives of the masters 
and students sacrificed in the contending 
armies. Masters, students and teachers, im- 
pelled by their inherent patriotism, have 
joined the colors of their countries and have 
given their lives in defense of national honor 
and independence. 

That loss will probably never be regained, 
and even the lapse of time will only par 
tially repair the lasting injury. It must not 
be forgotten that the greatest men in art, 
the most wonderful men in the countries of 


Europe, were those who first, unselfishly and 
willingly, offered themselves as sacrifices in 
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which, when broadly viewed, is difficult to 
understand. 

Not only will Europe suffer from the un- 
necessary expenditure of valued lives, but 
the loss of artists will be a great blow to 
all of us in America, because of the large 
number of our best teachers in art and in 
science who are today in the thick of the 
awful strife. Many of them have already 
sacrified their lives to their patriotism. 

A forcible illustration of the tremendous 
loss America may bear is furnished by the 
well-known case of Paul P. Cret, master ar- 
chitect, man of great creative genius, broad 
learning and understanding, with the fac- 
ulty of imparting his knowledge to others, 
which he freely did, with splendid results, 
not only to the students of architecture at 
the University of Pennsylvania, where he 
was professor of design, but in extending 
to every one a helping hand, with generous 
encouragement and kindly criticism, accom- 
panied by suggestions for improvements 
and betterments in design. On the first day 
that war was declared against his country 
Prof. Cret joined his regiment and entered 
the service shoulder to shoulder with the 
rank and file of the army. This ig but one

THREE DELIVERIES. 
This mud ball is not a myth. It 
has even a more fantastic hop on it 
than the emery. The possibilities of 
modern pitching seem to be unlimited. 
Rhino Titt is now trying to perfect 
three dellvertes—the glue ball, the 
tume ball and the high explosive ball. 
The glue ball was invented by one 
of the Le Page boys. The pitcher 
covers the ball with powerful giue 
before throwing it. When the batter 
hits the ball, it sticks to the bat. This 
makes it impoasible to get a base hit. 
The fume ball acts. much as an

limburger cheese over the surface. 
As the ball passes the plate, the bat- 
ter is overcome by the fumes of the 
cheese, and becomes unconscious. The 
results are never fatal, but the bat- 
ter always has a headache when he 
wakes up. The high explosive ball 
looks like any other ball ffom the 
outside. However. instead of the cork 
center it contains two ounces of dyna- 
mite. When the batter hits the ball 
it explodes, killing him instantly. 
Rhino says that he will never use this 
ball except in the ninth inning when 
the basen are full and the other side 
needs one run to win. Pitching is 
becoming so scientific that the av- 
erage batter doesn’t stand much show 


any more.

—An auxiliary steamship line has 
been organized by the Charles R. Mc- 
Cormick company, because of its 
growing business through this port. 
Articles of incorporation were filed at 
San Francisco a few days ago. The 
concern will be known as the Parr- 
McCormick Steamship Line and the 
directors are E. D. Parr, J. A. Camp- 
bell, E. 8. Livingston, W. R. Chamber- 
lain, F. M. Hauptmann, E. E. Christen 
sen and C. R. McCormick. 

According to Mr. McCormick, head 
of the McCormick company, the in- 
creasing business has made it neces- 
sary to form a separate corporation 
to look after shipping particularly. 
Heretofore the bulk of the business 
of the company has been the manu- 
facture and sale of lumber goods. 

MINE TIMBERS. 

A large part of this business has 

been the supplying of mines in Ari- 


zona with timbers and lumber through } 


this port. The lumber mostly comes 
from the McCormick mill at St. 
Helens, Or., on the Columbia River. 
and is shipped by steamer to this port 
and transferred to rail. 

Recently a commercia)-carrying 
trade in general merchandise was 
started and to handle this end of the 
business was one of the principal 
objects in forming the auxiliary com- 
pany. E. D. Parr, who has been 
handling this branch of the business 
in the past, will be the active head 
of the new branch.

IRES DESTROY 
CATTLE FEED. 


THOUSANDS OF ACRES BURNED 
OVER IN FOOTHILIS. 


— — 


Stock and Grain Placed on Market 
to Save Them from Destruction in 
Territory Surrounding McKittrick. 
Origin of Blazes not Determined by 
Officers or Ranchmen. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

M’KITTRICK, Aug. 22.—Receipts 
of grain and shipments of cattle were 
leading features in commercial cir- 
cles here and in surrounding districts 
this last week. From the Caries 
Plains country and the region imme- 
diately adjacent to McKittrick, where 
large and small ranches contribute 
their quota to the grand total of Cal- 
ifurnia’s production along im- 
portant lines, there came large quan- 
tities of wheat, barley and hay. 
Across the mountains of the Coast 
Range came hundreds of cattle, 
which, loaded in cars at Oi. the 
shipping point at the terminus of the 
Southern Pacific's McKittrick-Bakers- 
field branch, two and one-half miles 
north of McKittrick, were joined at 
Buttonwillow, fifteen miles to the 
east, by several hundred others whose 
destinations were San Francisco and 
Oxalis. 

The wheat, barley and hay were 

ed here principally by 
trucks, the remainder being brought 
in on wagons, trucks being used fr 
the transportation from  far-away 
points. Fresno purchasers made con- 
tracts early in the season fur the 
wheat, and San Francisco dealers took 
the barley. The greater portion or 
the hay will re-nain here, that not 
need for use on the ranches be- 
ing sold in the immediate neighbor 
hood for cousmiaption during the fall 
and winter Seasons. 

The area devoted to feed for cattle 
in the MeKittrick, Belridge, Lost 
Hills and Devil's Den districts has 
been reduced materially within the 
Past few weeks by reason of grass 
fires which resulted in the destruction 
of food on hundreds upon hundreds of 


acres. 

These fires, the origin of which has 
never been determined, swept with 
great rapidity over mountaln an‘ 

lain, necessitating the services of a 
arge number of ranchmen and em- 
ployees of cattle companies ia em- 
quering the flames. The blazes, ex- 
tending from the Lost Hilis and 
Devil's Den regions on the north 
and northwest to North Midway, tra- 
versed a territory of approximately 
fifty miless. 

In the North Midway field, some 
weeks ago the flames approached so 
near some oll wells that for hours 
employees of properties endangered 
were on duty all night in the work of 
protection, and, but for the changing 
of the wind considerable loss might 
have been sustained. The fire crossed 
toward the mountains and, after a 
brief battle, was extinguished. 

Extending a distance of probably 
fifteen miles m width and ten in depth 
a grase fire between Devil's Den and 
Lost Hills raged two or three days, 
covering an area estimated at 70,000 
acres. This was after the first serious 
blaze in North Midway. Severn! 
thousand head of cattle belonging to 
the Miller & Lux Co. were feeding 
here, but all escaped. 

Monetary damage to not a few 
homesteaders and renters resulted, 
together with much hard work on the 
part of Miller & Lux employees and 
A party of ranchers. — 

Then followed a fire beginning two 
miles from the Templor ranch of the 


Miller & Lux Co., and fourteen miles 


northwest of McKittrick, which con- 
tinued three or four days. Sweeping 
over the side of the mountain, the fire 
waa finally put out. 

Subsequentiy there was another 
fire between Belridge and Lost Hills. 
and one of the most spectacular of 
the series. A wall of fame miles in 
length and breadth at times appeared 
to distant gazers, as if Los Hulls oll 
wells were ablaze in various sections. 
Grass surrounding wells was at some 
points threatened, but prompt action 
prevented loss and, after a hard fight, 
danger was averted, 

Within a few hours cattle for miles 
around were deprived of food and 
had to be transferred to other local- 
ities. 

The latest outbreak of fire occurred 
near the Cardoza ranch, several miles 
from McKittrick, situated near the 
summit of the Coast Range to the 
southwest. No one knows the origin 
of the flames, which for two days 
covered a territory several miles in 
width, but destroyed only grass and 
timber.
